Regarding the mental development 
of the mind, a great majority or deaf- 
mutes depend largely upon the use of 
four principal means of the educa- 
tional system — finger spelling, signs,

facilitate communion with the deaf. 

Lip-reading is of great benefit to 

those who are able t^ he taught arti- 
culation. In most oases, deaf-mutes 
can never make it a success. Learn-
